NOTES AND COMMENT 


The general adoption of trucks for 
delivering grain to the elevators is 
— 

rendering the work of the railroads 
more and more difficult, Such an 
amount of grain can be delivered on 
the market in so short a time that to 
provide cars for its transportation to 
Vancouver or the head of the lakes 
and prevent congestion in the local 
elevators is a physical impossibility. 
Country elevators have increased very 
rapidly in numbers in recent years but 
this increase and improved railway 
facilities have failed to keep pace with 
the ability of the farmers to get their 
grain to the elevators in a very short 
period of time. Hundreds ‘of granar- 
ies were built in this district last 
year and still the difficulty remains 
the same and large amounts of grain 
will be dumped on the ground in the 


next few days. 


The Chronicle is informed that the 
village council has had the improve- 
ment of the street from the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce north under con- 
sideration for some time and had 
made arrangements to have it fixed, 
but the contractor moved from town 
before it was possible to secure a 
scarifier to loosen up the gravel. As 
the members of the council drive their 
own cars over the offending section 
of the street quite regularly there 
must be more than the ordinary diffi- 
culty in this instance or an effort at 
repairs would have been made long 
ago. 

Threshing, both by combines and 
regular threshing rigs, is proceeding 
rapidly and results are generally con- 
siderably better than was anticipated 
in most instances. The very spotty

very rapidly. Considerable grain is 
being stored on the farms, a fact that 
will materially assist in preventing a 
serious blockade. 


WILL ASK U. 8. TO PARTICI- 
PATE IN DELIBERATIONS ON 
REPARATIONS 


Geneva, Sept. 17.—The belief pre- 
vailed today that the United States 
would undoubtedly be asked to par- 
ticipate in deliberations of the com- 
mission of experts that will work for 
a complete and definite settlement 
of the reparations problem. 

After a series of conversations, 
Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy, Belgium and Japan reached an 
agreement to name the commission 
and an accord in principle for spe- 
cial official negotiations looking to 
the evacuation of the Rhineland. 

In some circles the opinion was 
held that discussion of reparations 
would lead to a discussion of war 
debts in general. 

Disclaimers were issued, however, 
that Europe had any wish to drag 
the United States into the repara- 
tions discussion. Nevertheless, the 
general opinion in political circles 
appeared to be that nothing sound, 
complete or final could be achieved 
without the collaboration of America 
either through government repre- 
sentatives or financiers who would 
reflect Washington’s views, 


Basis For Colloboration 

When delegates of fifty nations to 
the assembly of the League of Na- 
tions heard of the arcord, the opinion 
was voiced that statesmen had be- 
gun to write the last chapter on 
liquidation of the consequences of 
the great war. Not only representa- 
atives of European governments but 
those from lands beyond the seas as 
well, saw in the preliminary agree- 
ment a solid basis for effective col- 
laboration between governments and 
people for a general solution of the 
problems left by the war was par- 
ticularly of all financial problems 
arising from fixation of German re- 
parations on a basis of Germany's 
capacity to pay. 

Some Geneva newspapers in des- 
cribing the agreement called it 
colossal, That Japan was invited to 
sit on the commission of financial 
experts which will tackle the re- 
parations problem was taken to 
indicate that Europe's belief was 
that the question was not only 
European but international in ites 
scope with possible repercussions. 

Germans Hopeful 

A German spokesman said today 
that when the discussions began 
there would be recorded the neces- 
sities and the hopes of Germans and 
the allies in connection with repara- 
tions: The German belief was that 
Seymour Parker Gilbert, agent- 
general for reparations, had already 
admirably paved the way for the 
proposed study. 

The belief was generally express 
ed also that the negotiations would 
have a repercussion on the Berengar 
accord under which France has been 
provisionally making arrangements 
for debt payments to the United 
States. Some thought it would be 
difficult if not impossible to avoid 
discussion of the relation of Ger- 
man reparations to the inter-allied 
debts in general. 

Child Marriages 

Geneva, Sept. 15.—(By Canadian 
Press Cable, via Reuters.)—In the 
sixth committee of the league as- 
sembly, Dr. W. A. Riddell, Canadian 
delegate, yesterday asked on behalf 
of the International Women’s Alli- 
ance for suffrage and equal citizen- 
ship, when the Palestine government 
proposed to hold its conference of 
heads of religious communities to 
consider alterations in the rules and 
customs regarding child marriages. 

Godfrey Locker Lampson, British 
under-secretary for foreign affairs, 
replied that at the time when the 
conference was originally proposed, 
the high commissioner in Palestine 
decided after the most careful con- 
sideration of all aspects of the prob- 
lem that such a conference would not 
be opportune and therefore would 
not be held. A fresh demand for 
legislation on the subject has now 
been received by the high commis- 
sioner, who proposed to review the 
whole question of summoning a con- 
ference. 

The British representative remind- 
ed the committee that the difference 
in religions and customs among the 
various fommunities in Palestine 
and mandated territories was very 
marked. Any interference with these 
customs was liable to arouse violent 
animosity and consequently the ques- 
tion must be most carefully ap- 
proached. 

Dunning Complains 

Geneva, Sept. 15.—‘“It is impos- 
sible for radio listeners-in in cer- 
tain parts of Canada to hear some of 
our stations while transmitting is 
going on in our neighboring coun- 
try,” said Chas. A. Dunning, Can- 
adian minister of railways, at a 
meeting of the technical committee 
of the League of Nations assembly 
today. He suggested that the ques- 
tion of re-allocating radio wave 
lengths should be taken up by the 
transit organization of the league. 


WORLD SERIES OPENS OCT. 4 
New York, Sept. 17.—The world 


series of 1928 will start on Thurs- 
day, October 4, in the park of the 
club winning the American league 
championship, Commissioner Landis 
announced here today. The date 
was chosen in preference of October 
83 because of the close races in both 
leagues and the necessity of handling 
vast numbers of tickets on short 
notice,

PORTO RICAN TORNADO—ONE- 
HALF OF 2,000,000 RESIDENTS 
OF ISLAND HOMELESS, 1,000 
DEAD 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept, 17— 
With the hurricane death toll con- 
servatively estimated at 1,000, the 
spectre of famine stalked through 
Porto Rico today. At least 300,000 
persons were stated to be hungry. 
Disease also threatened. 

Half of the island’s population of 
almost 2,000,000 was thought to be 
homeless. It was feared that the 
property damage would pass one 
hundred million dollars. 

Declaration of martial law, re- 
quisitioning and rationing of food 
and drafting of all able-bodied men 
was urged upon Government Morace 
Towner by a group of leading 
citizens. They petitioned that so far 
neither the government nor any 
other agency had taken adequate 
steps for relief to prevent sickness 
and starvation nor to ascertain the 
facts as to immediate needs. 

The national guard has been or- 
dered out to protect property from 
looters. Efforts were made to stop

Terrific Death Toll 


Nine of the island’s 77 towns re- 
ported more than 250 dead. Others 
reported no loss of life and com- 
munication with others was lacking. 
It will be weeks before accurate re- 
ports cah be received from the rural 
section in which more than seventy 
per cent of the people live. 

Physicians and others familiar 
with conditions said that a death toll 
of one thousand was a conservative 
estimate. No continental Ameri- 
cans have been reported killed or in- 
jured. 2 

The known dead in the various 
towns reporting were: 

Cayey, 75; Guayama, 60; Suma- 
cao, 50; Ponce, 25; Arecibo, 15; 
Acuadilla, 10; Naguado, 10; Las 
Piedrass and Fajardo, 3. ; 

Most of the food crops were de- 
stroyed, half of the homes, even 
those of thatch, were destroyed or 
damaged beyond repair. 

Havanna, Sept. 15.—Dispatches 
reaching Havanna from the stricken 
zone of Porto Rico indicates one of 
the greatest disasters in the history 
of Carribean hurricanes. 

It is estimated that 70 per cent of 
the homes in San Juan and 30 per 
cent of the business buildings were 
destroyed. 

The homes of thousands of work- 
ing people along the waterfront 
were completely wiped out and ap- 
proximately one-third of the city’s 
total population was believed to be 
without shelter, 

The main offices of all cable lines 
in Porto Rico were hastily closed 
and temporary transmission huts 
were erected along the beach at 
points where the cable landing had 
been shifted by the force of the 
wind. 

Tropical Storm Toll Grows Hourly 

New York, Sept. 18—The known 
dead of the tropical hurrican today 
stood at 621. It was estimated that 
more than 1,800 persons had per- 
ished..

14 Dead Identified 

West Palm Beach, Sept. 18.—The 
West Palm Beach relief committee 
announced today it had verified four- 
teen deaths in the Florida west coast 
hurrican area. 

The identified dead: 

Mrs. Julia Wite, 76, Detray, killed 
by a falling fireplace and chimney. 

Infant Nelms, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Nelms of Kelsey City, 
killed when he was blown from his 
father’s arms by the wind. 

John Anderson Blaylock, 46, na- 
tive of Cumberland county, Tenn., 
killed at Westgate when struck by 
parts of a roof. 

Will Jones, Detray, negro, killed 
when his house collapsed on him. 

Ella Jones, wife of Will Jones. 

Brooks 80-year-old negro drowned 
in a ditch south of Deerfield. 

Death and Suffering 

Miami, Fla., Sept. 18.—Reports 
that trickled in from the Lake Okee- 
chobee area today told of death and 
suffering wrought by the tropical 
storm which hit that section Sunday. 

At Belleglade a settlement on the 
southeastern shore of Lake Okeecho- 
bee, 20 residents were reported 
dead, most of them from drowning 
in the flood waters of the lake. 
Word of the loss of life was brought 
to relief headquarters at Lakeworth 
by Homer Dixon and Wm. Meeker, 
members of a relief expedition. 

Meagre reports reaching Miami 
last night indicated that the waters 
of the lake had been raised high 
above normal level by the storm. 

Injured persons at Belleglade 
numbered at least 30, Dixon and 
Meeker told officials at Lakeworth.

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CRITICIZES MOVE 
TO BRING JOBLESS 
FROM BRITAIN 


Toronto. -- Immigration problems 
formed the chief subject of discus- 
sion at a session of the Trades and 
Labor Congress of Canada. While 
there were few aspects of the immi- 
gration policy left untouched, the 
highlights of the session were the 
unqualified denunciation of the Bri- 
fish mine-harvester movement and 
an address by Hon. Peter Heenan, in 
which the Minister of Labor dealt 
forcefully with the immigration ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Heenan charged that there was 
a well-thought out campaign being 
conducted in Great Britain to stam- 
pede the Dominion government into 
bringing British unemployed to Can- 
ada by the shipload, The propaganda 
was motivated by the desire of cer- 
tain interests in the old country to 
solve a political problem and encour- 
aged by persons in Canada who want- 
ed to flood the labor market and pro- 
vide ten men for every job. 

As an instance of the working of 
the scheme, the speaker said that 
advertisements in England were tel-| 
ling the people that coal miners were | 
wanted in Canada at high wages 
when as a matter of fact there was 
a@ surplus of miners in every coal ficlé 
in the Dominion 

“It’s a lie,” declared Mr. Heenan, 
“to say that the Britisn unemploy- 
ed don’t want to work and that they 
are content to subsist on the dole 
They want to work and so the false| 
reports of lots of work and high 
wages in Canada are eagerly receiyv- 
ed. 

“Canada ought to have something 
to say about this,” he continued.| 
“Canada ought to be past the stage 
where we can take up a paper and 
read calmly that a British magis- 
trate has allowed a man convictea 


of a crime to go on suspended sen-| 


tence if he migrates to Canada.” 

The Labor minister defended 
movement of British miners to Can- 
ada for harvest labor, 
out that it was separate from im- 
migration policy generally.
